LEAGUE MEETING; 
WILSON AS HEAD 


Writes to Colonel House 


Calling Attention to Need 
of Action on 
Current 


Business. 


Paris, Friday, Oct. 3.—Premier Clem- 
enceau has written Colonel House, a 
member of the American peace delega- 
tion urging that a meeting ot the Lea- 
gue of Nations be held in "Washington 
under the chairmanship of PiesWent 
Wilson early in November. „ The 
pre 
mier's letter, which outlines his reas 
ons for the calling of such a meeting 
was Officially published toda> . It u as 
written September 4th, 1919 and fol- 
lows: 


"My Dear Friend: 
"I hope soon to have the pleasure of 
seeing you in Paris before your return 
to America but our friend. Captain An- 
dre Tardieu says that this is not cer- 
tain and therefore it seems well to com- 
municate to you reflection ssuggested 
by decisions to be taken concerning 
the society of nations. 
"In the first place it seems to me 
that the first meeting of the society in 
Washington under the presidency of 
Mr. Wilson should be urgently called 
at the earliest possible moment. 
O\v 
ing to the hopes this society has caused 
to be born and to facilitate the solution 
of international problems facing all na- 
tions. I would suggest the meeting be 
held the first week of the coming 
vember and would propose the invita- 
tion of the greatest possible number 
of statesmen whose names were asso 
ciated with the creation of the society 
of nations. 
Undoubtedly there should 
be only a small amount of current busi- 
ness to be transacted, but the meeting 
means this: It would put in action t*»* 
society which still exists only on paper 
"Finally don't you think it would be 
great advantage for the ex-officio mem- 
bers of the society of nations t obe en- 
abled to exchange views on the general 
direction of the 
line to pursue? . Xo 
man -is better qualified than President 
Wilson to remind the people at the 
opening of the first assembly that the 
society of nations will have prestige 
and influence in times of peace only if 
it succeeds in maintaining and develop- 
ing the feeling of international solidar- 
ity from which it was borne during the 
•war at the call of Mr. Wilson. I my- 
self shall be happy to second him in 
this task.

Heie is a point of sinnlaritv, possibly 
ot identity.

vate capital from tailroad ownership,

ernment, albeit a oartnership in which 
the empio; es would share onlv in the 
profits of the enterprise, leaving- the 
gov ernment a monopolj ot anv losses 
which might result

The story tells how the 


Icing of France, Charles IX, coming 
one day to Aries, saw the Roman sar- 
cophagi and wished them his. He did 
not covet long, for the next act in this 
kingly episode was* the shipping of 
the most perfect of Rome's monuments 
en route for the capital city. This may 
have furnished a later king of France, 
namely, Louis XIV, with the precedent 
for the removal of the statue of Mes- 
salinu. from Bordeaux; not that that 
monarch ever needed either precedent 
or encouragement for his actions. The 
sarcophagi started on itheir journey. It 
was in the year 1565. They had unfor- 
tunately not gone beyond the famous 
i?ont-Salnt-Esprit, before the. boats 
sank beneath so unusual and weighty 
a load-. Now1, the congress fbr the de- 
velopment of water power, which sat 
in February this year, discussed among 
other schemes the transformation of 
the Pont-Saint-Esprit. The question is 
—and it will be admitted to oe an ab- 
sorbing one—during the excavations In 
the bed of the Ehone will those sarco- 
phagi, lost nearly four centuies ago, be 
recovered?

Population Has Shown Little Change 


in Last Century—Lost Trade in 


Sugar and Tobacco. 


population of. the Azores Is 


about 245,000, the . number of inhabi- 
tants having changed but little in the 
last century, "arid,: if'anything, having 
diminished. This, fact is probably due 
more to various political and social 
conditions than to climatic, agricul- 
tural, or other conditions of the 
islands. In the early days the Portu- 
guese literally ;'-raised cane" oh the 
islands, and established a large sugar 
trade with England and other coun- 
tries. Tobacco and fruits were also 
produced'in-great quantities, but, ••with 
the discovery and settlement of -Brazil 
and other ^outh American countries, 
Portugal rather discouraged 
produc- 


tion in the Azores in order to aid her 
colonies' In South America. With the 
sugar and tobacco trade snatched from 
them, the Azpreans began the cultiva- 
tion of the vine, and the making of 
wine and other liquors became one of 
the chief industries ,of the islands. 
The population consists mainly of 
Portuguese, Moorish,, and Flemish.:set- 
tlers,, with a few negroes and a fair 
sprinkling of English settlers.

CONSERVING SUPPLY 


AT SANDUSKY, 0, 


The following excerpt from a letter 


written by C. B. Wilson, superintend- 
ent of The Sandusky Gas and Electric 
company, shows an advantage of a 
higher rate for natural gas in conserv- 
ing the supply of gas. 
This 
letter 
shows that by an in- 
crease of 20 cents a thousand 33.25 
per cent of the total volume of gas 
tor the monthly period of June and 
July was obtained and that a saving 
in gas amounting to about 40 per cent 
was obtained from July to August. 
"During our regular 30-day reading 


period—namely: from June 20, 1919, to 
July 20 1919—our company jdistributed 
in Sandusky 49,608 M cubic f«et of gas 
at 50 cents per M cubic feet. For the 
same period in 1918, our records show 
that we distributed 74,322 M cibic feet 
at 30 cents per M cubic feet .It will be 
apparent that this will be a distinct 
saving of 24,714 M cubic feet, or 33.25 
per cent of the total volume of gas for 
this monthly period.
